1,057 HorsesAveraged $1,747 


The auction of Thoroughbred horses at 
Keeneland last week was the whoppingest 
ever held anywhere. More that 1,100 
horses had been catalogued, and 1,057 
were sold. 


Total money paid for the 1,057 horses 
was $1,108,925. The average price was 
$1,747. 


By categories, the breakdown is as fol- 
lows: 286 broodmares, total $501,400, av- 
erage $1,753; 612 yearlings, $1,108,925, 
$1,812; 113 weanlings, $166.400, $1.472; 
39 of other ages, including horses-in-train- 
ing, $39,750, $1,019; and 7 stallions, $30.- 
550, average $4,364.

It was the first time that more than a 
thousand horses had been sold at Lexing- 
ton. The nearest approach to this figure 
was 931 head sold in the 1948 fall sales at 
an average of $1,816. 


A comparison with the 1949 fall sales: 
43 per cent more horses were sold this 
year for about 21 per cent less total mon- 
ey. The average price ($1,747 for 1950, 
$1,919 for 1949) declined by about 9 per 
cent. 


Broodmares and horses of mixed classi- 
fication declined in average price. There 
were increases in the average prices of 
yearlings, weanlings, and stallions. 

Since there never is a large number of 
stallions in a fall sale, and since the qual- 
ity of these can vary to a considerable 
degree, there is not much point in dwell- 
ing on average prices in this category. 

However, the quality of yearlings was as 
reasonably constant as those things can 
be from year to year, and the strength in 
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this division was somewhat surprising, 
considering the greater number sold in the 
1950 sales. There were 140 more yearlings 
sold this year than in 1949, and it usually 
follows that increased numbers bring low- 
er prices. But though the increase in 
numbers was 30 per cent over 1949, the 
average price went up by 13 per cent. 
What may have been a significant trend 
was a 76 per cent increase in the number

The total for the two sales— 
the yearling sales in October and the sale of breeding stock in November—was 736 
head, which sold for $1,412,850, average $1,919. 


of weanlings sold: 113 this year, 64 last 
year. The average price ($1,472) was 48 
per cent above the average for 1949 
($996), and was fairly close to the aver. 
age for yearlings ($1.812). 


This was an interesting sidelight to the 
sales. It undoubtedly meant that a num- 
ber of consignors figured that they could 
net as much money by selling their young 
horses this fall as they could by feeding 
them for several months longer and sell- 
ing them as yearlings. The savings in 
feed and care would offset the usual wean. 
ling discount, and of course the injury 
bugaboo would be eliminated. Apparent- 
ly a number of other people felt that the 
outlook for racing is bright enough to 
justify the purchase of weanlings at this 
time for resale next year, or for training 
the year after next. But it seems likely 
that if more and more weanlings are con- 
signed to the fall sales of the future. the 
demand will fall off. 


A comparison between broodmare prices 
of various years is not very revealing. be- 
cause of the wide variation of quality from 
fall to fall. Last year’s average ($3.120) 
was abnormal because of the Crispin Og- 
lebay dispersal, at which prices went to a 
high of $61,000. This year’s average was 
fattened by the sale of the Ernst Farm 
mares, which brought as much as $22.000. 

There were 299 yearling colts sold this 
year, an increase of 38 per cent over 1949. 
The average price increased by $411. or 
19 per cent.

The accompanying tabulations are de- 
signed to indicate the odds against which 
the consignor bets his yearlings in the 
Keeneland Fall Sales. They show, in gen- 
eral, a slight widening of the price differ- 
ence between the best and the worst, as 
compared with the last two previous years. 

The top table shows, for instance, that 
a bid of $300 would have bought any of 
the bottom 10 per cent of the yearlings 


offered, whereas in 1949 it would have 
taken $400 to buy one of the bottom 10 
per cent. These lower prices range through 
the bottom half of the yearlings sold in 
the 1950 fall auctions. 


On the other hand, a bid of at least 
$2,000 was necessary to buy one of the 
top 30 per cent this year, as compared 
with $1,800 in 1948 and 1949. And it 
took as much as $6,000 to obtain one from 
the top 5 per cent, as against $5,600 in 
1948 and $4,000 in 1949. 


The top price in 1950 was lower than 
in either of the two preceding years, but 
only two yearlings went above $10,000 in 
1949; this figure was topped by five head 
in 1950. In the 1948 market, ten year- 
lings went over $10,000. 


The average price this year was $1,812, 
but only 31.2 per cent of the yearlings 
sold reached this figure. 


The sale this year had 140 yearlings 
more than the October and November sales 
of 1949; it had 66 head more than in 1949 
to sell for $500 or less. At $1,500 or less 
the number in 1950 was ©4 higher than 
last year. At the other ead of the scale, 
there were more yearlings above $3,000 
and more above $5,000 than in either of 
the two previous years. 


The market breeder, from these tables, 
can make a rough estimate of the odds he 
faces in this particular market. For in- 
stance, in order to expect a price of as 
much as $2,800, his yearling must be in 
the top 20 per cent of those offered; that 
is, he must be better than four out of ev- 
ery five, in the judgment of the buyers. 
If he is to go as high as $6,000, he must 
appear better than 19 out of 20.

Of the 612 yearlings sold, 310 of them 
(51 per cent) sold for $1,000 or less, and 
437 (71 per cent) brought $2,000 or less. 
At a conservative estimate, it costs the av- 
erage breeder from $1,250 to $1,500 to 
raise a yearling for the fall sales. Add to 
this the price of the stallion fee and the 
charges on broodmares, and it becomes 
evident that a great many of the young 
horses are being sold for less than the 
cost of production.

H. P. Morancy, of Lebanon, Ky., who 
made one or two purchases at the sales, 
is a breeder of Thoroughbreds and aiso is 
a leading figure in the breeding of Monta- 
dale sheep. The Montadale is a compara- 
tively new breed; its principal develop- 
ment has come within the last 15 years. 
It is mainly a cross between the Cheviot 
and Columbia breeds, directed toward a 
balance between mutton and wool pro- 
duction. Mr. Morancy is president of the 
Montadale Sheep Breeders Association 
and is a trustee of the Associated Sheep 
Breeders of America. His brother, F. E. 
Morancy, of Versailles, Ky., has been 
breeding horses for many years. 


Auctioneers George Swinebroad and 
Doc Bond warmed up for the selling of 
1,057 horses at Keeneland by selling 1,021 
at the annual Standardbred sales at Har- 
risburg the week before. The Harrisburg 
sale grossed more than a million dollars, 
for the third consecutive year. 


Trainer Joe Nash, a sales spectator, will 
leave for Hialeah Park soon with herses 
belonging to A. F. Wall and Miss Audrey 
Davies. 


The Davis-Holeman yearlings which had 
been breezed on the Sunday before the 
sales averaged $1,731 on 47 head. “It 
looked like we sold a lot of bargain 
horses,” Doug Davis commented after the 
sale, “and I hope we did, because we 
plan to have a similar sale next fall.” 


Thomas Piatt offered to keep any year- 
ling sold by him at his farm for a few 
days without charge, until the new owner 
could make arrangements for breaking 
and so on. 


The yearlings bought at Keeneland by 
Philip S. Flynn were loaded out for his 
Walnut Hill Sales Stables, at Natick, 
Mass., near Boston. He represents the 
third generation of his family to operate 
the sales stables, and he is the first to 
introduce Thoroughbred auctions at the 
establishment. His Keeneland purchases 
will be re-sold under the hammer at the 
Walnut Hill establishment after the con- 
clusion of the fall meeting at Lincoln 
Downs. A good many saddle horse cwn- 
ers have been converted to Thoroughbred 
racing through his auctions, he says. Some 


of the yearlings will be broken at the 
Flynn stable, pending the engagement of 
a trainer by their new owners. 


Bud Burmester, the Texas horseman, 
was at Keeneland with Trainer Cliff Por- 
ter, arranging future plans for the stable 
owned by James C. Roberts, of Fort 
Worth. Bud has nine broodmares at his 
place rear the Texas city. 


One of the private transactions an- 
nounced during the sales was the pur- 
chase by Howard Rouse for the King 
Ranch of the 2-year-old filly Tilly Rose, 
from Trainer W. G. Douglass.

and his mother, Mrs. Sara Chait, will be 
sent to Trainer George Ricla, at Colum- 
bia, S. C., after being broken at Sam 
Look’s Hillandale Farm, Lexington. Lord 
Putnam, one of the leading 2-year-olds of 
1950, also will be wintered there. “He 
will be pointed for the 3-year-old classics, 
if all goes well,” said Abe Chait, father of 
Burton Chait.

East or West, it makes no difference to 
Alfred Vanderbilt and his very capable 
young trainer, Bill Wir:frey. Their horscs 
are running at Hollywood Park as though 
they owned the place, and almost every 
time you look up, there is something 
sleek and swift all decked out in cerise 
and white diamond silks down there in 
the winner’s circle. 


Winning races is, at all times, a matter 
of pride with the Maryland sportsman. 
Right now, there may also be a feeling 
of intersectional honor to uphold, for to tell 
the truth, other eastern stables aren’t up to 
much of anything so far. They undoubted- 
ly will later, but that is beside the point 
now. Vanderbilt is doing so well, how- 
ever, that his stable is the winningest at 
Hollywood Park, and Winfrey has his 
horses so superbly conditioned that it 
might take all fall and winter to catch him. 


Winfrey came out to California to run, 
and during the first seven days of the 
season had saddled 15 horses. So far, 
every horse he has sent out has come 
back with a part of the purse. Five have 
won, four have been second, four others 
third, and two fourth. One of the fourth 
places was earned by Budding Genius, a 


2-year-old by Discovery that ran as part 
of an entry with Fresh Air, which fin- 
ished second. So as far as the $2 cus- 
tomers are concerned, only one horse from 
the Vanderbilt barn has failed to finish 
in the money. The horse’s name was 
Novice, and perhaps she is just catching 
an to Winfrey’s lessons. 


LONG ABSENCE. As far as this re- 
porter is concerned, the most impressive 
race run this season was turned in by 
Vanderbilt’s Stone Age. He came out of 
the deep freeze, as it were, after being 
away from the races some 19 months to 
indicate that he is ready to fill in for 
Loser Weeper, while the latter is on the 
mend. 

Stone Age did not beat much, but this 
reporter is not going to hold him account- 
able for that. He beat everything in the 
race that wanted to run under the allow- 
ances, and he did it so easily there is no 
doubt that the son of undefeated *Bahram 
and Petrify is ready to fulfill much of the 
promise he gave as a 2-year-old. 

He is a handsome horse, round and 
powerful, but with the friendly disposi- 
tion of a faithful old dog. He has a habit 
of winning friends around the barn by 
sticking out his tongue for all visitors to 


grab hold of and shake a little. He is 
just as tractable in a race. You can rate 
him anywhere you want, and when you 
ask him for all that power, he does not 
hesitate to give with it. 


It’s been a long time since this reporter 
has had a horse hit him as Stone Age did. 
He could win a lot of big stakes soon, 
including the $100,000 Gold Cup, for Van- 
derbilt. That is asking an awful Jot of 
Stone Age, after being idle for so long, but 
he seems like an awful lot of horse right 
now. The handicap ranks are not so strong 
that a good and game, fresh and _ thor- 
oughly honest horse like Stone Age could 
not muscle in somewhere near the top. 


ARRIVALS. Hollywood Park’s pad- 
dock in front of the stands looks a little 
like Arlington Park or Saratoga or 
Churchill Downs on Derby Day these af- 
ternoons. C. H. (Casey) Hayes is here 
to run Hill Prince in the Thanksgiving 
Day Handicap. and Eddie (The Maestro) 
Arcaro is here to ride him. Arcaro stopped 
off in Texas en route to California to take 
a look at his oil well that is reported 
gushing all over the Lone Star State. Af- 
ter several unsuccessful ventures ia oil 
operations, Arcaro reportedly owns a 
quarter-interest in one that is finally a 
winner. Arcaro has been too busy ccunt. 
ing barrels of oil and playing golf to show 
up at the races, but he will be riding 
again soon. Ben Jones, the man in the 
white hat, has 19 coming 2-year-olds sta- 
bled at Santa Anita, and drops in occas- 
ionally to help Jimmy saddle a_ horse.

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QUESTION: How do the Capital-Gains Provisions of the Internal 


Revenue Code Affect the Seller of Broodmares, 


Stallions, Weanlings, and Horses-in-Training? 


ANSWER: 


The unique problems confronting own- 
ers of Thoroughbred horses in the sale of 
weanlings, broodmares, and horses-in-train- 
ing arise with Federal tax authorities 
mainly because of differing interpretations 
of the Internal Revenue Code by agents 
of the Internal Revenue Department. 
These agents interpret the regulations ac- 
cording to their own local standards, rath- 
er than by viewing the Thoroughbred in- 
dustry as one business covering the entire 
nation. 


It has been the experience of many 
owners selling horses in New York, Ken- 
tucky, California, and other localities that 
they receive different interpretations of the 
revenue code in different communities, 
even when the conditions of the sales are 
identical. 


It has generally been interpreted by 
revenue agents that the sale of brood- 
mares, stallions, weanlings, and horses-in- 
training constitutes ordinary income so far 
as a horseman is concerned. This results 
in the payment of additional Federal in- 
come tax. 


The true picture regarding the sale of 
such animals is somewhat distorted, not 
because the various revenue agents are in- 
efficient, but usually because the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue has failed 
to publish instructions to the field agents 
covering the over-all problem of horse 
sales. 

It is generally accepted that the provi- 
sions of Section 117 (j) of the Internal 
Revenue Code regarding capital gains and 
losses apply in the dispersal or liquida- 
tion of an entire racing stable or the whole 
breeding stock of an owner because of 
death, or the desire of a person to retire 
from the Thoroughbred business. because 
the requirements of Section 117 (j), as 
listed below, are met. 


The determination as to whether or not 
the provisions of Section 117 (j) apply to 
a particular case depends entirely upon 
the requirements that must be met if the 
horses are to be considered capital assets. 

The burden is upon the seller of the 
horses to prove (1) that the animals were 
subject to allowance for depreciation: (2)

they were used in his trade or business; 
(3) they had been owned by the seller for 
more than six months; (4) the animals 
were not the kind that would be included 
in the seller’s inventory at the end of the 
taxable year; and (5) were not held by 
the seller primarily for the sale to custom- 
ers during the ordinary course of his trade 
or business. 

One can readily see that in the sale or 
disposal of an entire stable or of an entire 
breeding and racing interest as a unit, 
Section 117(j) is applicable, because the 
various requirements have been met. 

A confusing interpretation of the Fed- 
eral tax regulations has arisen sometimes 
when an owner or trainer has bought a 
broodmare with a weanling at her side, 
and has sold the weanling at a later date 
but has kept the mare for breeding pur- 
The basis of the cost of the wean- 
ling is one that must be considered by the 
seller. 


poses. 


If it can be shown that the purchaser 
paid more for the broodmare because the 
weanling was at her side, then it is proper 
to allocate the proportionate cost of the 
mare and the weanling on the basis of the 
fair market value of each at the time of

purchase. The sale of the weanling then 
may be subject to provisions of Section 
117 (j), because the weanling may be 
considered a capital investment. 

The sale of broodmares by a farm own- 
er whose primary business is the sale of 
yearlirtgs,produces income which is sub- 
ject to the capital-gains provision of Sec- 
tion 117 (j), providing, of course, that all 
the requirements are met. The public or 
private sale of broodmares for the purpose 
of reducing their number at a given farm, 
or because they are non-producers of foals, 
when the primary business of the seller 
is the sale of yearlings, is a capital-gain 
transaction rather than one of ordinary in- 
come. The Treasury Department has 
specifically made this ruling in the case of 
cattle used as breeding stock, and it seems 
that the same reasoning should apply to 
horses. 

It is conceivable that at public sales a 
breeder may sell certain animals whose 
selling price would constitute ordinary in- 
come, and at the same time sell other 
horses whose value would be considered 
as a capital gain. 

The sale of a stallion by the operator 
of a breeding farm certainly comes within 
Section 117 (j) and constitutes income 
within the capital gains and losses provi- 
sion. Some revenue agents, however, have 
considered such sales to be a source of 
ordinary income, and not subject to the 
capital gains provision. In such a case, a 
breeder might be well advised to direct a 
friendly letter of appeal to the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. 

The sale of horses-in-training constitutes 
a unique problem in determining whether 
or not a horse lost in a claiming race con- 
stitutes involuntary conversion of a capi- 
tal asset. or is an ordinary sale of a Thor- 
oughbred horse. This matter, to the best 
of my knowledge, has not been definitely 
determined by the Internal Revenue De- 
partment. 

In the Bluegrass area of Kentucky and 
in many other localities, it is the practice 
of many dirt farmers to breed a mare or 
two and sell the foals at public auction. 
These men are principally engaged in

Finance Plan for Used Horses; 


Weight Pull for Geldings 


LEXINGTON 
Race tracks have their own problems, 
but one of them is not having enough good 
horses, and another is having far too 
many bad ones. The first of these is pev- 
haps past solution on a general scale, 
though a few tracks handle it by giving 
purses of such magnitude that top sta- 
bles just can’t afford to stay away. But 
if everybody did this, we’d be just where 
we are. and actually the fact that a horse 
hes won a $50,000 race doesn’t make him 
any better than if the purse had been $10.- 
000. 


But getting rid of the bad ones has wor- 
ried everyone for some years. Various 
schemes have been suggested, and a few 
applied. such as refusing the entry of a 
horse which hasn’t been in the money for 
a specified period of time. The general 
position in this corner is laissez faire, on 
the ground that bad horses will eveniually 
eliminate themselves just by eating every 
day without returning anything, but dur- 
ing the Keeneland sales a trainer offered 
a suggestion which at least merits con- 
sideration. I’m not exactly advocating it, 
because I can see several objections. but 
the idea was good enough to be at least 
tossed around. 

His plan was to have race tracks, pre- 
ferably on a national scale but conceiv- 
ably on an individual one, put on a ninth 
race occasionally with the proceeds to be 
put in a general fund. After this fund 
was large enough—he mentioned $100.- 
000. which could be raised quickly enough 
—the track would put on some more ninth 
races, in which the winner got a normal 
purse, with owners of the other starters 
getting something like $500, with all start- 
ers becoming the property of the racing 
association, which would dispose of them 
as it best might. but without pedigree, so 
that they would never trouble a race 
track again. Some, no doubt, would be 
sold to riding academies, and some would 
very probably be destroyed, but anyway 
they’d be gone and there would be addi- 
tional stalls for sounder and faster horses. 
Such a race, since it might cost the asso- 
ciation as much as $6,000 or $7.000, prob- 
ably wouldn’t pav for itself, but any defi- 
cit would come from the general fund. 

“T’ve talked about this to other people.” 
the trainer said, “and their objection is 
that it wouldn’t work, because there 
wouldn't be enough entries in these races. 
Maybe that’s right, but if the scheme were 


tried, and it didn’t work, the general fund 
could be given to something like the Can- 
cer Fund, so the money would serve a 
good cause and the donation would be 
good public relations for racing. And it 
wouldn’t cost anybody anything.” 

Well, of course you can’t raise $100,000 
without costing anybody anything. There 
are too many races already, and adding a 
ninth merely makes it worse. And I shud- 
der to think what would be entered in 
those disposal events. The plan, in ef- 
fect would make the racing public pay for 
the disposal of bad horses, at $500 a 
throw. These points are valid, I think, 
but then some of the trainer’s points were 
valid too. If this made for better racing. 
the public would also be served, and would 
get something for its $500. And there 
are, of course, many possible modifica- 
tions in this plan. The suggestion here is 
not quite that the plan should be adopted. 
but that a little thought should be given to 
it. In these days when stall room is at a 
premium nearly everywhere, a_ system 
which would eliminate even ten or fifteen 
horses at every meeting would produce a 
marked improvement. The idea isn’t per- 
fect, as I have suggested, but neither were 
the early automobiles. 


ANOTHER. It is a wiser man than I 
who can point to a stallion and say, “This 
bum will never get anything worth a 
quarter,” but it takes no acute observation 
to see, stationed about the country, stal- 
lions which have the slimmest of creden- 
tials aside from the fact that they are able 
to get mares in foal. These contribute, 
every year, to the production of fairly im- 
possible horses, though of course every 
now and then a good horse appears from 
such a source. 

“Well.” said the man, “don’t you think 
it would be a good idea to restore the al- 
lowance for geldings?” 

The idea behind this was plain enough. 
Tf a horse didn’t show real class, he would 
be gelded for the sake of a three-pound 
allowance. And at the end of his racing 
career he would pass from the Thorough- 
bred picture, and would not be given to 
somebody in Des Moines, Iowa, who would 
breed him to a few mares because his sire 
was *Blenheim 2nd or War Admiral. He’d 
just be gone. 

Now, would this work, or wouldn’t it? 
There was a time when allowances were 
given to geldings, just as allowances are 
still given to fillies and mares. But that 


was some time before I began to concern 
myself with the doings of the Thorough- 
bred, and the position here is sheer igno- 
rance. 

That it would eliminate some poor stal. 
lions is fairly obvious. But the same man 
who suggested the allowance mentioned 
that trainers were feeding hormones to 
geldings, to bring them up to the per. 
formance of entire horses. I suppose I 
am innocent, in this at least, for I express- 
ed doubt, and the man called to several 
trainers—we were in the Lafayette Hotel 
lobby, in Lexington, where there are 
always several trainers—and they corro- 
borated the statement. 

As far as I know, the feeding of hor- 
mones to horses is perfectly legal, and 
probably can’t be detected anyway, which 
is the same thing. So if an allowance were 
made for geldings, and trainers adminis- 
tered hormones anyway, possibly geldings 
would be given a racing advantage, which 
isn’t good. But I don’t know that hor- 
mones give a gelding any advantage, and 
I doubt a little if anyone else does. I re- 
member one season in Maryland, when 
various furtive characters were peddling 
to trainers little bottles of incentive. at 
$30 a throw, with a guarantee that the 
stuff wouldn’t show up in the saliva or 
urine tests. It wouldn't, either, because 
the bottles contained nothing but water, 
with flavor added. 

So the suggestion of an allowance for 
geldings is thrown in here for what it’s 
worth, which may not be anything. Pos- 
sibly some of the older trainers, who rac- 
ed when there was an allowance for geld- 
ings, can contribute their recollection of 
its feasibility, which would be wonderful, 
because it would help fill out this space 
with a minimum of work. At any rate, it 
seemed to me a live idea, at least worth 
debate and examination, and possibly ex- 
periment. And I’d like to know a little 
about the effect of those hormones, myself. 

It occurs to me that someone may con- 
sider, since I have not put any names to 
these suggestions, that I have invented a 
“man” and that the ideas advanced are 
my own. This isn’t so. It is trouble 
enough to survive a session of the Keene- 
land Fall Sales, without trying to do any 
thinking.

NEW ONTARIO RULES 


Beginning with the 1951 racing season, 
the following rules will be effective at 
tracks under the jurisdiction of the On- 
tario Racing Commission: 

Effective with the’ commencement of racing in 
1951, the following horses shall not be eligible 
to race in Ontario, and their entries shall be 
refused: 

Maidens aged six years or over (in 1951). 

Horses aged ten years or over (in 1951) which 
have not won in the previous calendar year in 
which they raced. 

Horses which have once or more started in a 
claiming race at $1,250 and have not won a 
race in 20 starts. 

Horses which have run in a claiming race for any 
sum less than $1,250. 

Another rule states that “no application for 
stabling accommodation shall be granted to any 
horse imported into Canada which has not won 
at a claiming price of $2,000 or over since Sep- 
tember 15 of the previous year, but it shail not 
apply to horses which have not run for a claiming 
price of less than $3,000 in the previous year.

and with limited opportunity has sired, 
from three crops of foals to race. the 
stakes winners Ol’ Skipper. Busy Morn- 
ing, and No Strings. and several other win- 
ners. 


Contradiction’s New Home 


The ll-year-old stallion Contradiction 
(Insco—Vice Versa, by *Polymelian). 
sold Thurdsay morning at the Keeneland 
Fall Sales by Carter Thornton and the 
King Ranch. was knocked down to C. R. 
Valentine. Lexington horseman. for $1.- 
000. W. J. Walden. Woodford County 
farmer and breeder. followed Valentine 
out of the sales arena, offered him a 
profit, got the horse. and sent him to his 
Shadowlawn Farm, at Midway. 

Walden. who has been something of a 
genius at turning cheap purchases into 
profit, had never owned a stallion before. 
He wanted the Pimlico Futurity winner 
because of his good record to date and 
more especially because of a very prom- 
ising crop of yearlings, two of which 
Walden owns. 

Contradiction will stand for a fee of 
$300 “for a good live foal.” Walden said, 
explaining. “The foal should be able to 
stand up and suck. and he also ought to 
be able to run a little.” 

The Walden horses are named accord- 
ing to a special formula: two alliterative 
words with a total of 1] letters (Circus 


Clown, Fighting Fan, etc.). For his year- 
ling filly by Contradiction—Ever After he 
is asking for:the name Always Argue. 


Sweet Dream to *Heliopolis 


Sweet Dream, good stakes-winning mare 
owned by the Havahome Stable of Joseph 
Rabinowich, arrived last week at Cold- 
stream Stud, Lexington, to be mated next 
year with *Heliopolis. The 5-year-old 
daughter of Lovely Night—Tea Leaves. 
by *Pharamond 2nd. was taken out of 
training recently. Her wins include vic- 
tories in the Gazelle and Maple Leaf 
Stakes and the Correction Handicap. 


Macbeth at Pine Brook 


Joseph M. Roebling’s Macbeth, a 5- 
year-old son of *Mahmoud—Twin Lakes. 
by Pairbypair. will enter the stud in 
1951 at Dr. Frank O’Keefe’s Pine Brook 
Farm, Warrenton. Va. He will stand at 
$250 and return. 


At two, in 1947, Macbeth was second 
in the William Penn and Garden State 
Stakes. At three he won the Camden 
Handicap. beating King Dorsett and 
Wide Wing. and was second in the Jersey 
Stakes. Last year he was second in the 
Jamaica and the Camden Handicaps. 


Free France at Hurstland 


The King Ranch stallion Free France 
has been moved to Charles Nuckols and 
Sons’ Hurstland Farm, Midway, Ky.. 
where he will be located during the 1951 
breeding season. He was moved from the 
King Ranch farm at Lexington to make 
room for the young. stallions Middle- 
ground and Better Self. which are to 
enter the stud there next year. 


Free France is a son of Man o° War— 
La France. by *Sir Gallahad 3rd. La 
France is the dam of the stakes winners 
Johnstown and Jacola. and other winners. 
Free France has had 13 winners of 21 
races this year, including six 2-year-old 
winners of eight races. His fee will be 
$500 for a live foal. payable at the time 
of service. 


Maryland-Bred Race Mare 


The good race mare Tred Avon, which 
had been a pensioner at Danny Skea’s 
Merrvland Farm, Hyde. Md., for about 
10 years, died on October 8, and was 
buried on the farm. 

Tred Avon. foaled in 1928, was a gray 
mare by *Sir Greysteel—*La Muiron, by 
*Durbar 2nd. She was bred in Maryland 
at Sylvester W. Labrot’s Holly Beach 
Farm. Possibly her greatest win for her 


owner-breeder was her defeat of Equi- 
poise and Mate in the Washington Handi- 
cap, at Laure! Park in 1932. However, 


she won 21 other races, and earned a total 
of $65,400, when purses were small. 

She was unraced at two, but at three, 
she took eight of 23 races, and was second 
in the Potomac and Prince Georges Handi- 
caps. At four, she won the Toronto Cup, 
King Edward Gold Cup, Arlington Ma- 
tron, and Washington Handicaps, and the 
Glen Ellyn Stakes. In addition to beating 
Equipoise in the Washington Handicap 
she was second to him in the Stars and 
Stripes Handicap, and third in the Havre 
de Grace Cup, beaten by Equipoise and 
Gallant Sir. All told, she won 11 of her 
25 starts in 1932, and earned $43,290. 
The following year at five she won the 
Bowie Inaugural Handicap, was second to 
Equipvise in the Philadelphia Handicap, 
and was second and third in other stakes. 

Although Tred Avon was successful as 
a race mare, she was not a success as a 
broodmare. Three of her five foals died 
by the time they were three years old, and 
only one, the filly Karell (by *Kantar), 
ever won a race. 

Totally, Tred Avon won 22 of her 65 
starts, was second in 14, third in eight. 
and unplaced in 21. 


THINGS and PEOPLE 


At Lingfield Park on November 11, 
Gorvon RicHarps. England’s premier 
jockey, rode winner No. 200 of 1950. It 
was the tenth time in his 30 seasons of 
race riding that he had won 200 or more 
winners in a season. His 200th of 1950 
brought his grand total to 4,166 since he 
got his first winner in 1921. On Novem- 
ber 10, day before Richards reached the 
milestone, SHOEMAKER rode two 
winners at Hollywood Park, bringing his 
season’s total to 321, a new American 
record for one year, according to “mod- 
ern” statistics. Hard behind Shoemaker 
was Jor CuLMONE, who won three races 
at Pimlico that day and brought his 
total to 319. 


Mr. anp Mrs. Epwarp MULRENAN were 
at Lexington recently to inspect their 
young stallion First Fiddle. which is at 
stud at Warter J. SALmon’s Mereworth 
Farm. They were quite pleased with the 
condition of the horse. it was reported by 
Dr. Howard White. the Mereworth mana- 
ger. The Mulrenans have two weanlings 
by the gray son of *Royal Minstrel—Rue- 
ful. by *St. Germans. and they have a 
mare in foal to him.

By winning the Pimlico Futurity, Big Stretch 
considerably increased his stature in the 2-year-old 
division, and confirmed earlier impressions that he 
may be an important factor in next year’s racing, 
barring mishap.

The winner thus was trying a new distance. and 
faced the added hazard of twice meeting with in- 
terference dur'ng the race. Bold bumped him as 
they left the gate, and King Clover bumped him 
on the clyb house turn. But he overcame this 
trouble. and moved rp after half a mile to take 
third place. beh'nd Bold and General Stuff. Near 
the sixteenth pole, he went to the front and won 
easily by 4% lengths. 

B'< Stretch now has won the Pimlico Futurity, 
the Breeders’ F-turitv. and the Sanford Stakes. He 
was second in the Belmont Futurity and the Na- 
tional Stallion Stakes. th'rd in the Albany Handi- 
cap and the Hopeful Stakes. 

Greentree Stable’s record in the Pimlico Futurity 
goes hack to 1927, when the home-bred Glade won 
over Petee-Wrack and Eugene S. Glade is the grand- 
dam of B'g Stretch.

Frank Frankel’s horse Frankly boosted his earn- 
ings to just short of $100,000 by winning over a 
small field in the Bay Meadows Handicap. Previ- 
ously this year, the son of *Heliopolis had raced 
on the West Coast, and accounted for the Del Mar 
Handicap in his only other stakes win.

Reval Castle was foaled in 1947, and was bred 
by William Z'egler Ir. His first start was for his 
breeder in Julv. 1949, but a month later he was 
claimed for $8.000 by J. M. Se‘der, his present 
owner. Roval Castle raced unimpress‘vely at two, 
winning one race in ten starts. and his perform- 
anee at three showed potentialitv. but few actual 
resnIts. He was second in the Experimental Free 
Handican No. 2, won by Lotowhite. and was second 
to All At Once in the Empire City Handicap on 
November 4. 

However, in the Daingerfield Handican, Roval 
Castle apparently found his distance. The Daing- 
erfield. at 24 miles, had never been won bv a 
3-vear-old, and Roval Castle, a 3-vear-old. had 
never won a stakes. Under 116 pownds, and ridden 
by Ted Atkinson, Royal Castle fell in behind the 
pacemaking *Bayeux, Alacritv, and *White Milk 
at the end of a mile. but began to improve his 
position after going 12 furlongs. He broke into 
the lead in the stretch and won bv 2% lenathe in 
new world-record time of 3:30% for the 24+ miles. 
The previous world’s fastest time at that distance 
was Flying Missel’s 3:32% in the same event in 
1949. 


Flving Missel was present in the 1950 Dainger- 
field. but he was unable to threaten Roval Castle, 
and finished second. Roval Cactle is one of two 


stakes winners by *Princequillo this year. The 


other is Hill Prince, recently named “Horse of the 
Year” in Daily Racing Form’s poll. 

By the scale, Royal Castle received eight pounds 
from the 3-year-old Sunglow, carried level weight 
with Bit o’ Fate, and gave from seven to 22 
pounds to the others.

ORPHAN. Clarence Hartwick, of 
Michigan, has the nicest 2-year-old {filly 
we are likely to see here all season. Her 
name is Sickle’s Image, and her victory 
here the other afternoon was her fifth of 
the year, four of them scored over differ- 
ent race tracks. To show that she is com- 
pletely impartial, she has now won at 
Washington Park, Saratoga, Hollywood 
Park and a stakes, the James H. Connor 
Memorial, at Narragansett. Hartwick is 
the owner, breeder, and trainer, and 
Sickle’s Image is the only horse in his 
stable. She is something of a story-book 
character already. 

She was foaled at Hartwick’s farm at 
Oxford, Mich., and both her sire, Sickle- 
toy, and her dam, Ariel Image, have 
passed on to greener horizons. After being 
bred to Ariel Image, Sickletoy was re- 
turned to the races, but fractured a 
shoulder in an accident in the starting 
gate and had to be destroyed. 

Last spring, so the story goes, Hartwick 
offered to sell Sickle’s Image for $2,500, 
but there were no takers. After the filly 
began compiling her remarkable record, 
Hartwick was offered $35,000 for her, but 
this time he was not listening. You can’t 
blame Hartwick and his little orphan 
filly for looking forward rather eagerly 
to next week’s running of the $25,000 
Lassie Stakes.

Los ANGELES 

The season at Hollywood Park opened 
on a perfect fall day and with racing 
that matched the weather. The Inglewood 
course, with its leaf green and chartreuse 
stands, its pastel tones, and its beautiful 
infield, is as lovely as ever. It is a won- 
derful place to race, but inaugural day 
was not without a couple of disappoint- 
ments. 

One was the narrow defeat of William 
Goetz’ Your Host, a native son, in the 
$33,450 Premiere Handicap. The other 
was the inaugural crowd of 26,870, which 
was considerably below expectations. 
From a business standpoint, the early 
days of the meeting have not been too 
encouraging. Attendance is off about 
3,000 persons a day from last summer, 
and the only thing track officials can 
think of is that everyone is just too busy 
being prosperous to attend the races. 


Biggest drop in attendance, for ex- 
ample, has been in what is known as the 
Paddock Circle. Seats in the Paddock 
Circle are sold in advance on a seasonal 
basis. Obviously, purchasers are racing 
fans, yet they have been too busy. so far, 
to use their tickets. Perhaps it is only 
the executives who are so busy these 
days, because the Turf Club itself has 
been a pretty lonesome place. Everything 
these days is blamed on television, and 
that might be another answer for the 
early slump. A family with $300 or $400 
invested in a television set might be con- 
tent to let that suffice for all of their 
entertainment. Instead of watching the 
horses run, they might be at home watch- 
ing Beanie. 


THE LOSER. Anyway, the opening- 
day crowd thought that Your Host would 
win the Premiere Handicap, and he let 
them down by a nose. It was the first 
time the California colt had been beaten 
in a seven-furlong race, and it was his 
fourth defeat of the year. The feeling 
in this corner is that Your Host will 
continue to lose many races he should 
win if higher-ups in the stable persist in 
running him as they do. 


It is one of those unfortunate things 
that goes back to last spring’s Kentucky 
Derby. Until that time, Your Host used 
his tremendous speed running in front, 
where he belonged. But that defeat in 
the Derby was a hard one for someone 
to swallow, and orders were given to re- 
form the colt into a stretch runner. Your 
Host is a lot of race horse, and he is 
going to win his share no matter how 
they run him, but the fact remains that 
he is not especially gifted as a stretch 
runner. He has to win his races the 
hard way now, and in the Premiere, with 
14 starters in the field, it was trying the 
very hard way, indeed. 


Your Host broke well enough, but 
Jockey Johnny Gilbert, following his in- 
structions, took him back so sharply that 
it seemed he was off to a poor start. 
Under 125 pounds, Your Host worked 
his way through the crowded field, went 
wide on the turn for running room, and was 
carried even wider coming into the home 
stretch. In the last quarter of a mile, 
Your Host closed a tremendous gap and 
would have won in another stride, if that 
is any consolation. It wasn’t, on this oc- 
casion, to the form players. 


THE WINNER. While Your Host was 
losing so much ground, Star Fiddle was 
saving every inch along the way, and the 
4-year-old gelding, one of the _light- 
weights of the field, under 108 pounds, 
lasted to win. Under the training of R. 


H. (Red) McDaniel, a leading conditioner 
in the country this year, Star Fiddle has 
made a story-book comeback in racing. 
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During the summer he was sold for $16,- 


QUU at the dispersal of the stable of Roy 
H. Harper. McDaniel started him once 
at Del Mar in the colors of his new own- 
ers, Mr. and Mrs. Elmer C. Smith, of 
San Mateo, and Star Fiddle was spanked 
decisively. McDaniel prescribed a two- 
months rest, and returned Star Fiddle to 
the races recently at Bay Meadows. Since 
then he is undefeated, and his victory in 
the Premiere was his third in a row. 


Several days before the race Jockey 
Hubert Trent, who has had a tough time 
getting good mounts in California, tele- 
phoned McWaniel at Bay Meadows and 
begged for the chance to ride Star Fiddle 
in tne Premiere. ‘Trent has had a lot of 
success with the son of High Strung. He 
rode him as a 2-year-old when Star Fid- 
dle won the Starlet Stakes at Hollywood 
Park and the Futurity at Del Mar. Since 
then, neither Trent nor Star Fiddle had 
been too successful, and victory in the 
Premiere was mighty welcome to both. It 
also completed a big afternoon for Mc- 
Daniel and the Smiths. While Star Fid- 
dle was leading the way home in the 
Premiere, Vino Fino, also trained by 
McDaniel and owned by the Smiths, 
was wining the day’s feature handicap 
at Bay Meadows. 


TUSSLE. Since the start of the Holly- 
wood Park season, Jockey Willie Shoe- 
maker has managed to make most of the 
headlines on the sports pages. On the 
fourth day of the meeting, the 19-year- 
old jockey who was born in El Paso, 
Texas, and raised in El Monte, Calif., 
rode his 320th and 321st winners of the 
year to shatter the modern record of 
319 triumphs in a single season set in 
1948 by Johnny Longden. 


Even so, Shoemaker lost ground in his 
cross-country race with Joe Culmone for 
the national jockey championship. He 
started the Hollywood Park season with 
a lead of ten winners over Culmone. By 
week’s end, the lead had shrunk to three 
winners. From Pimlico, Culmone goes 
to Bowie and thence to Tropical Park, 
where he will be riding six days a week. 
Shoemaker is riding only five days a 
week at Hollywood Park, is bucking 
tougher competition, and faces a_ two- 
weeks gap between the close of the 
Inglewood season and the opening at 
Santa Anita. The feeling out this way is 
that Shoemaker is going to lose out in 
a photo-finish, but that both jockeys will 
crack every record in the books except 
the one set by Walter Miller, when he 
had 388 victories in 1906. 


DEFINITION. W. C. (Bill) Winfrey, 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s extremely capable 
and popular trainer, has had a little 
tough luck with one of his stars, Loser

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Weeper. The good handicap horse has 
been blistered, and will not race at 
Hollywood Park, and possibly not at 
Santa Anita. The blistering was, as 
Winfrey says, strictly a precautionary 
measure. He could easily have come 
along with Loser Weeper if he were not 
such a fine horse. With Stone Age com- 
ing along so well now, it seemed like a 
good time, anyway, to give Loser Weep- 
er a rest. For these reasons, Winfrey 
disagrees with this reporter in terming 
the temporary disability of Loser Weeper 
as tough luck. But I guess we subscribe 
to different dictionaries. Loser Weeper 
had been nominated for the $100,000 
Gold Cup, and when a horse like that 
does not get to run in such a race it 
seems like a little hard luck has hit 
someone. 


DATES. California’s Horse Racing 
Board, as predicted, has re-shuffled the 
racing dates for 1951, permitting Holly- 
wood Park to open two weeks later, and 
moving the opening of Del Mar back so 
that the vacation track may close on 
Labor Day, which is traditionally its 
biggest afternoon of the season. The new 
schedule is an excellent one, and the 
racing board can forestall a lot of bicker- 
ing by using it as a pattern for future 
seasons. The new 1951 schedule follows: 


SANTA ANITA—December 30 to March 10; 50 
days, five days a week, including five days for 
charity; 

BAY MEADOWS—March 13 to May 5; 40 days, 
five days a week, including three days for 
charity; 

HOLLYWOOD PARK—May 15 to July 21; 50 
days, five days a week, including five for 
charity ; 

DEL MAR—July 23 to September 8; 40 days, six 
days a week, including three for charity; 

TANFORAN—September 10 to October 27; 49 
days, six days a week, including three for 
charity ; 

GOLDEN GATE FIELDS—October 29 to De- 
cember 15; 40 days, six days a week, including 
three for charity. 

August 30 to September 8—State Fair at Sacra- 
mento, nine days; 

September 14 to September 29—Los 
county fair at Pomona, 14 days.

raising corn, tobacco, and other crops, and 
they do not consider themselves to be pri- 
marily breeders, though occasionally they 
have yearlings to sell. If it is the practice 
of such a farmer to sell yearlings in the 
normal course of business, the money re- 
ceived from them would constitute ordi- 
nary income, for Federal tax purposes. 
But if he does not ordinarily have year- 
lings for sale as part of his farm opera- 
tion, then such money would be subject to 
Section 117 (j). 

In the sale of horses-in-training, brood- 


mares, yearlings, stallions, and so on by 
a large breeding establishment, it fre- 
quently is advisable that the various cate- 
gories of animals be broken up and sold 
as distinct units at separate sales, in order 
that all provisions of Section 117 (j) may 
apply to all of them instead of just a por- 
tion of them. Some of the reasons for this 
procedure are to establish the basic six- 
month ownership period, to limit the cash 
on hand of the seller at the end of a tax- 
able period, and to enable a buyer to re- 
coup his cash position for the later pur- 
chase of horses from the same source. 

Frequently, by use of methods that are 
entirely legal and above reproach, it is 
possible or advisable to convert the money 
from the sale of such horses from ordi- 
nary income to income subject to the capi- 
tal-gains provision.

The average price of yearlings at the 
1950 Keeneland Fall Sales increased over 
last year, but many of them sold for less 
than the cost of production, and many 


broodmares were sold at a loss. Fifteen 
yearlings brought $100 each, the minimum 
price permitted by the sales company if 
the horses are to retain their registration 
certificates. Several mares and stallions 
passed out ef the ring without any bids 
having been made for them. 


At such a time, breeders usually sug- 
gest, among themselves, ways to strength- 
en the market and eliminate the undesir- 
able horses. This year one breeder 
suggested that the minimum price, with 
registration papers, be raised to $500. “It 
wouldn’t directly eliminate many horses,” 
he said, “but it would keep them out of 
the sales, at least, and would make a 
stronger market for the remaining horses.” 


Another breeder suggested that each 
consignor pay an 8 per cent commission 
to the sales company instead of the usual 
5 per cent. “Let the company keep the 
extra money, instead of rebating to the 
consignor, as now, and use it to buy up 
some of the no-account horses and get 
them out of the way.” 


A new stallion barn has been built at 
the Gilpin family’s Kentmere Farm. at 
Boyce, Va., according to Tyson Gilpin, 
president of the Fasig-Tipton Company. It 
is the home of *Orestes and *Jacopo, 
which stand at Kentmere, and is of the 
open-shed type, with adjacent paddocks 
for the stallions. 


Directors of the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany, at a meeting this week, expressed 
gratification at the smooth manner in 
which the record-breaking fall sales had 
been handled. They were especially pleas- 
ed at the way W. T. Bishop arrarged 
stabling accommodations for the horses 
and kept them lined up in the order of 
sale, so there would be no delay at the 
auction ring. Mr. Bishop is general man- 
ager of Keeneland Race Course. He had 
charge of getting the horses into the sales 
ring on schedule.
